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Income  from  nearly  all  of  the  different  farm  products  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1942  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  resulting  in 
substantial  increases  for  every  state  in  income  from  farm  marketings 
Income  from  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans,  eggs,  rice,  potatoes,  hogs, 
truck  crops,  cotton  l  i  nt  ,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  showed  largest 
increases,  and  those  areas  with  a  large  part  of  their  income  from 
these  pr',  ucts  had  greatest  advances  in  income. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  April  totaled  973  million  dollars 
compared  with  the  revised  estimate  of  901  million  dollars  in  March,  and  was 
hG  percent  higher  than  the  665  million  dollars  received  in  April  last  year. 
Government  payments  in  March  and  April  ere  not  yet  available,  but  will  he 
brought  to  date  in  a  future  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  increased  somewhat  more  than  usual  from 
March  to  April.    Returns  from  cotton  were  increased  through  the  redemption 
and  sale  of  cotton  placed  under  loan  in  19^1*  whereas  income  from  cotton 
usually  declines  from  March  to  April.     Income  from  vegetables  and  miscellcne- 
ous  crops  in  April  also  was  up  slightly  more  than  usual.    Increased  marketing 
and  higher  prices  of  hogs  and  butt erf at  and  increased  marketings  of  eggs, 
with  "but  little  change  in  prices,  resulted  in  somewhat  more  than  the  usual 
increase  in  income  from  March  to  April  for  these  products*     Income  from  feed 
grains  declined  somewhat  more  than  seasonally  because  of  the  smaller  quantity 
of  corn  placed  under  loan  during  April,  while  returns  from  other  groups  of 
commodities  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  change.    The  seasonally  adjusted 
index  of  income  from  farm  marketings  rose  from  127  percent  of  the  1924-29 
average  in  March  to  135  percent  in  April.    The  index  of  income  from  crops 
increased  from  10k  to  llU.5  percent,  and  the  index  of  income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  from  IU7.5  f->°  15^*0  percent. 

The  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  from  January  to  April 
I9U2  of    3,712  million  dollars  was  U9  percent  higher  than  in  the  first  k 
months  of  19^1.    Returns  from  all  groups  of  commodities  were  sharply  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  increase  was  in  the  returns  from  oil- 
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"bearing  crops  and  resulted  largely  from  the  marked  increase  in  the  sales  of 
soybeans.    Returns  from  vegetables  were  also  sharply  higher  since  marked  in- 
creases from  potatoes  and  beans  have  "been  accompanied  by  s-  'stantial  increases 
in  income  from  truck  crops.     Income  from  tobacco  has  increased  less  than  from 
most  other  commodities  largely  because  a  relatively  small  quantity  of  the  crop 
was  carried  over  into  19-.-2.    The  increase  of  5^  percent  in  income  fron  live- 
stock and  livestock  products,  as  compared  with  the  H^-percent  increase  from 
crops,  resulted  from  marked  increases  in  income  from  all  groups  of  livestock 
items.    Returns  from  hogs  and  eggs  made  the  greatest  increases,  but  the  re- 
turns from  nearly  all  items  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  sharply 
higher  than  last  year. 

A  preliminary  analysis  of  the  probable  effects  of  the  General  Maximum 
Price  Regulation  order  indicates  that  19^2  farm  income  may  not  be  greatly 
different  from  that  which  was  expected  before  the  order  was  issued.    It  is 
probable  that  the  price  order  will  affect  prices  paid  by  farmers  more  than 
it  will  the  prices  received  for  products  sold  so  that  the  purchasing  power 
of  farm  income  during  1342  may  be  increased  by  price  stabilization.  With 
conditions  continuing  favorable  for  a  heavy  volume  of  agricultural  produt  tion 
and  marketings,  it  appears  probable  that  income  from  farm  marketings  will  in- 
crease seasonally  from  present  levels  and  will  continue  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.

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indicates  a  sharper  increase  in  sales?  of  fluid  milk  at  wholesale  than  pre- 
viously estimated,  and  estimates  of  income  from  dairy  products  from  January 
to  March  also  were  revised.    These  revisions  have  resulted  in  slight  increases 
in  the  estimates  of  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  and  from  dairy  products  and 
have  "been  incorporated  in  the  monthly  and  cumulative  summaries  for  the 
United  States  and  "by  States  to  provide  a  more  accurate  measure  of  monthly 
income  during  the  early  months  of  l$->--2.    Comparable  revisions  for  earlier 
years  have  not  yet  been  made. 

Cash  Income  from  Farm  Marketings  in  March 
Sharply  Ei^h-r  in  all  States 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  March  was  sharply  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  in  all  48  States,  the  increases  ranging  from  11  percent  in 
North  Dakota  to  70  percent  or  more  in  Missouri,  Idaho,  and  Wyoming.  Because 
of  the  sharply  higher  prices  of  potatoes,  income  from  crops  in  Maine,  Idaho 
and  some  of  the  other  important  potato-producing  States  was  sharply  higher 
than  last  year,  and  the  marked  increase  in  the  income  from  soybeans  was  a 
factor  in  a.  substantial  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  Illinois,  Income 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  relatively  large  in  most  of  the  Corn 
Belt  States  due  to  the  sharp  increase  in  returns  from  hogs  and  eggs,  but  in- 
come from  these  products  was  also  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1942  increases  in  income  ranged  from  20 
percent  in  Delaware  (after  an  allowance  for  the  change  in  income  from  broilers 
from  19h1  to  1942)  to  g&  percent  in  Maine  and  Nevad.a.     Income  from  farm  mar- 
ketings during  the  first  quarter  of  19'-' 2  is  given  as  a  percentage  of  the  same 
period  in  1941  in  the  man  on  the  front  page  of  this  report,  and  incomes  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1940|  1941  and  1942  are  compared,  by  States,  in  table  4. 
Since  Government  payments  are  not  available  by  States,  the  summary  of  income 
including  Government  payments  usually  given  in  table  5  °f  this  report  has  been 
omitted  this  month. 

North  Atlantic  Statejs 

An  18-percent  increase  in  returns  from  crops  and  an  increase  of  '42  per- 
cent in  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  resulted  in  a  total 
March  income  "*4  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier 0     In  Maine  the  increa.se 
amounted  to  64  percent,  bat  in  the  other  States  income  was  up  only  2$  to  35 
percent.     The  increase  in  income  during  the  first  ouarter  of  1942  was  similar 
to  that  in  March  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  amounted  to  37  percent.  In 
Maine  the  income  from  potatoes  was  more  than  twice  as  large  as  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1941 ,  and  total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up  84  percent. 
In  the  other  Sta.tes  the  increase  in  income  ranged,  from  23  to  38  percent. 

East  North  Central  States 

Income  from  farm  marketings  during  March  in  this  region  rose  more 
compared  with  a  year  earlier  than  in  any  other  region,  the  increase  amounting 
to  56  percent.    Incomes  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  sharply  higher  than 
last  year  as  larger  sales  of  soybeans,  corn,  eggs,  nogs,  and  dairy  products 
were  accompanied  by  substantial  ijaorovement  in  prices.    The  increases  in 
income  ranged  from  33  percent  in  Michigan  to  63  percent  in  Illinois* 
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Cash  income  from  fr>rm  marketings  during  the  first  quarter  of  194-2 
totaled  54  percent  more  than  last  year,  increases  ranging  from  42  percent 
in  Michigan  to  hi  percent  in  Wisconsin.    In  Illinois  a  part  of  the  increase 
was  attributed  to  larger  sales  of  soybeans  and  in  Wisconsin  income  from 
dairy  products  was  much  greater.    Ir.  the  remaining  States  the  iutpro vement 
in  income  was  aboul;  equally  divided  between  crops  £.nd  livestock  and  Live- 
stock prouucLs. 

West  ITcrth  Central  States 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up  from  39  to  70  percent  in  all 
States  excant  North  Dakota.,  where  the  increase  amounted  to  only  11  percent. 
March  income  from  ferni  marketings  of  crops  was  only  9  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier*    Returns  frcm  wheat  were  smaller  than  in  March  last  year  when 
substantial  quantities  of  loan  wheat  were  redeemed  and  sold  by  farmers,. 

During  the  first  quarter  Of  1341  an  increase  of  4-6  percent  in  income 
from  farm  marketings  resulted  largely  from  the  sharp  increase  in  returns 
from  livestock,  as  marketings  of  crops  from  this  area  were  relatively  snail. 
The  increase  in  income  ranged  from  34  percent  in  South  Dakota  to  57  percent 
in  Missouri* 

South  Atlantic  States 

Cash  in eo me  from  farm  marketings  in  March  was  sharply  higher  than 
last  year  in  all  States  except  South  Carolina,  where  the  increase  in  income 
amounted  to  12  percent.     Income  from  crops  in  South  Carolina  in  March  was 
relatively  low,  returns  from  cotton  were  smaller,  and  income  from  livestock 
was  up  less  than  in  other  States  of  the  region.    For  the  other  States  income 
was  30  percent  or  nore  above  a  year  earlier. 

For  the  first  Quarter  of  1942  income  was  substantially  higher  than 
last  year  in  all  States  of  the  region.     If  allowance  is  made  for  the  change 
in  income,  including  broilers,  in  Delaware,  it  appears  that  the  increase  in 
income  for  that  State  was  somewhat  loss  than  in  the  remaining  States,  and 
amounted  to  about  20  percent.    In  the  other  States  increases  in  income 
ranged  from  24  percent  in  Georgia  to  64  percent  in  North  Carolina. 

South  Control  States 

Substantial  increases  in  income,  resulting  in  large  part  from  the 
redemption  of  lorn  cotton,  together  with  heavy  marketings  of  livestock, 
gave  a  total  increase  of  income  of  ^1  percent  in  March  in  this  region.  In 
Louisiana,  returns  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were 
relatively  low,  and  income  was  up  only  20  percent,  but  in  the  remaining 
States  increases  in  income  ranged  from  4l  -percent  in  Oklahoma  to  63  percent 
in  Kentucky.    In  Oklahoma  and  Texas  income  from  croos  was  only  slightly 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  income  from  livestock  was  up  sharply  and 
in  the  remaining  States  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  up  sub- 
stantially from  March  1941. 

For  the  first  quarter  of  19^-1  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock 
have  been  substantially  higher  than  last  year  in  every  State,    and  for  the 
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region  as  a  whole  income  was  up  53  percent.    The  increases  in  the  different 
States  ranged  from  37  percent  in  Kentucky  to  6U  percent  in  Texas, 

Western  States 

Income  in  all  States  of  this  region  except  Montana  recorded  substantial 
increases  in  March  over  a  year  earlier.    Returns  from  crops  in  Montana  were 
slightly  lower  than  last  March  because  of  the  relatively  small  income  from 
wheat,  and  total  income  was  up  cnly  6  percent.     In  other  States  the  increase 
in  income  ranged  from  Z]  to  79  percent.     In    Idaho  returns  from  both  crops 
and  livestock  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier  and  income  was  70  percent 
higher  than  in  March  19^1 ,  while  in  Wyoming  sales  of  livestock  were  sharply 
higher  and  total  income  was  up  79  percent. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  19^-1  income  from  farm  marketings  in  this 
region  increased  more  than  in  any  other  major  geographic  division,  the  in- 
crease amounting  to  56  percent.    In  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Nevada  and  California 
the  increase  amounted  to  70  percent  or  more  and  in  Arizona  income  wa,s  up 
67  percent  but  in  the  remaining  States  the  increase  was  much  less  than  for 
the  region  a,s  a  whole.     Sales  of  both  crops  and  livestock  in  Montana  were 
relatively  small  during  the  first  quarter  of  this  ye.rr  and  income  from  farm 
marketings  was  up  only  28  percent.     In  New  Mexico  and  Utah  returns  from  live- 
stock were  relatively  small  and  income  'was  up  3'+  and  3^  percent,  respectively, 
above  a  year  earlier.    The  increase  in  income  in  Washington  and  Oregon  was 
also  somewhat  less  than  for  the  region  as  a  whole  as  returns  from  apples  and 
from  wheat  during  the  first  quarter  of  19^-2  were  only  slightly  larger  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Cash  and  Gross  Farm  Income  f rom 
Meat  Animals,  IOUq-^TT 

Revisions  of  income  from  meat  animals  have  been  completed  from  1935 
to  I9U1.    A  summary  of  the  cash  and  gross  income  from  1935  to  19^1  "by 
species  is  given  before  for  the  United  States  and  State  estimates  for  19^0 
and  1941  are  given  in  tables  5~7  in  this  report.     These  revisions  take  into 
account  the  changes  in  production  and  disposition  of  meat  animals  which  have 
been  made  since  census  data  for  1939  became  available. 

Income  from  all  species  of  neat  animals  was  sharply  higher  in  19^+1 
than  in  l^kO,     Cash  income  from  cattle  and  calves,  of  1,727  million  dollars, 
was  23  percent  more  than  in  19^0.    The  quantity  of  cattle  and  calves  sold 
was  about  S  percent  greater  than  last  year,  whereas  prices  of  cattle  and 
calves  were  both  up  about  17  percent. 

Cash  income  from  iiogs  in  19^-1 ,  of  1,30U  million  dollars,  was 
percent  more  than  in  19^0,  as  the  sharp  increase  in  price  more  than  offset 
the  decline  in  sales  of  hogs.     The  total  quantity  of  hogs  sold  declined  from 
15.5  billion  pounds  in  I9U0  to  ik.h  billion  in  19^-1,  while  the  average  price 
received  by  farmers  increased  from  $5*30  to  $9»09»     Gross  income  from  hogs 
increased  from  985  million  dollars  in  19^0  to  1,521  million  dollars  in  19^1* 

Sales  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  19^1  were  only  about  7  percent  larger 
than  in  19^0,  but  prices  of  both  sheep  and  lambs  were  up  sharply  and  cash 
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income  increased  from  180  million  dollars  in  1Q!40  to  230  million  dollars  in 
19^1*    The  value  of  home  consumption  of  sheep  and  lambs  was  relatively  small, 
amounting  to  2.1  million  dollars  in  1940  and  2.6  million  dollars  in  19U1  and 
resulting  in  a  gross  income  of  132  million  dollars  in  1940  and  2}2  million 
dollars  in  1941.
